It is true, many of them may ſerue to ſeuerall A- 
phoriſmes, ſo doth the workmans Laſt for ſeuerall mens wearing, 
| and yet neither the ſhoge is cut, or foote pinched : Nor are they 
fo looſe but that with Lipſuu Soder you may cyment them toge- 
ther, and make the con-center in the maine propoſitien. To the 
Aphoriſmes I hawe giuen ſome farce of illuſtration which falls not 
neceſſarily in the nature of the conclufion, but this I did of purpoſe, 
fo eine them better reliſh in the dainty palate of a Prince, and to 
to draw him on with the variety of his viands.Some of them like- 
Wiſe compared topether may ſeeme one and the ſame, yet is not 
their c0-incidence ſo cloſe, but that the more diligent reader may 
obſerte a difference, either in the Roote or in the Branches, as 
alſo in the Authorities and Examples. In the Examples I bane 
bound my ſelfe-to the truth of the hiſtory, bat vſed my liberty for 
the phraſe and manner of relation : becauſe my Authors periods 
are onerlong, toſuite with that perſpicuity which Tintended, 
What elſeis to be obſerued, your indgement may diſcerne,Wwhere- 
unto T ſubſcribe : and your fauour accept, whereupon I rely.

To this effect he inſ1- 
nuates with Peter Medici,puts him in mind how capicall 
enemies they of Aragon had been to the Florentine State:

and weedoe not much grudge irthem ( in thetrueand 


genuine ſenſe : ) onely wecomplaineof the abulcin the 


adminiſtration,and putthem in; minde, thoughrtoo late, 
that he muſt ofe his power ſparingly , that would inidy it long. 
Now as.pureRcligion , and the Seat of-the Empire were 
the two pillars whereupon the Popes greatneſle was foun- 
ded: ſo were they knit and ioytited together in ſuch a 
couplemenr,aseirher the failing of the one, orremoouing 
of the other,endangered the ſore ſhaking, if not finall fal- 
ling of this proud Building, For by nn of the Im- 
per:all ſeat ro (onſtantinople, the Popefailed of that gene. 
rall recognition of Supremacie formerly yeelded him. The 
Biſhop of this place conteſted with him for the Title : and 
he of Rauenna likewiſe put his claimein ſuir,becaule here 
was the Court and Seat of the Exarchat : But now was the 
Emperor too far off ro be heard, and too weake to decide 
the queſtion berweene theſe ambirious Prelars ; and the 
Pope growne too great to quit the poſſelſion. Had he y- 
ſed it well; he might haue vicd it ſtil];but hauing cngroſled 
into his owne hands the Sole-goucrnment of cheChurch, 
which at firſt was Ariſtocraticall in the Apoltles, & after 
in the Patriarkes: hee was not content with that power 
which all of che had,nor liſted himſclfe within the bounds 
of thoſe wholeſome lawes & Canons, which Truth and 
| Antiquity had cſtablifhcd forthe Church-goucrnmer;bur 
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JLmedwo hinlcife the powc.r of making and abrogating 


| laws at his pleaſure, & to be abouc all Canons and Cons! 
| cels. And ſo whereas our Fathers of the Churchyhad in all 
| Picty & prudent prouidence appointed thele Councels as 


a Tribunitian power to reltrain his more than Conſular great- 
peſſe;zro lyndicate 8 control| his imperious & violent proe 
ccedings: he takes ypon him,not only to ſtop the courſe 
of their power, but alſo ro hinder the calling of them, for 
curing ſuch diſcaſcs as ſhould grow inthe Church;w we 
now lce to be many in the members, bur none ſo deſpe- 
ratly incurable as thoſe in the Head.So thar,as theChurch- 

oucrnment changed fro an Ariffocracie ro a Monarchie ; 
ſo likewiſcthat.of Rowe is now altercd fro this troa _Tyran- 
nie. For all well reigled Monarchics admit a due mixture 8& 
remperature of the three Eſtates with the Princes power in 
all main cauſcs,ſuch as thoſe of abrogating old laws & cu- 


ſtoms,or eſtabliſhing new,as by the Diets of Germanie and 


Poland,by thcAſſemblies of France, & Parliaments of Eng- 
land,doth appeare. Bur whercit is otherwiſe, & wherethe 
peremptorie wil & wiltulnes of the Prince ſhall be an abſo- 
lute law to the people,& be itright or wrong,with law or 
againlt ic,all muſt obey,or ſuffer;that power is mcerely ry- 
rannicall, as in this inſtanceof the Popes proceedings is 


plain. For he hath now.taken fro Princes the power of cal- 
ling Councels,and fro the Councels themfclucs their pro+ 


perendand vic. Had they ſubfifted in their primiciuc 
force and freedome ( as thoſe Parliaments, Diets, and Aſ- 


| ſemblics do) to ordaine & abrogate laws in the Church,as 


the necellnic of; times & viciſlitude of things required, yea 
and co order & reſtrainethe Pope himſelf,it in his goucrn- 
meur he grew irregular 8& tyrannous ; then had the Papiſts 
a better cauſcro defend, & we lefle cauſe rocomplain. For 
truly neuer was there goucrnmet in this world planted & 
vpheld withgreater judgemet & policic, hauing truc Reli- 
gion for the Bafis & firme foundation; 8 princely Autho- 
rity for the ſtately roof & ſafecoucring of ſo goodly a buil- 
ding,had notthe Church of Rome hcaped ſo much ſtubble 
& ſtraw of mans conſtitutions vpon the marble ground 
of Gods ordinance.

The which report though | | 
the Biſbops ſucceeding haue diligently laboured to maintaine, | 
and by their authoritie 1 beleeued of many, yet of Authars of 
beſt credit it 1r muth reproued, but much more by the matter it 
ſ[elfe. For it i; manife$t that then & long after, both Rome and 
all Italie was gouerned onder magiſtrates deputed by the Em- 
perors, as being (till ſubieft tothe Empire : yea and there bee 
alſo that denie ( ſd deeper ignorance in Antiquities) all that 
bath beene ſaid of Conſtantine and SylueSter, affirming thas 
they lined in diuers times. But no man gain-ſaith that tbe 
Tranſlation of the Empire was the originall of the Biſbops 
greatncſſe ; For the Emperours authoritie growing ts be Wea- 
ker and weaker in Italte by the croſſes and troubles they had it 
the Eaſt, the people of Rome withdrawing themſelues fromthe

three hundred yearcs. Butrerurne we to our hiſtory, That 
prenominall Frontlet of Mof? Chriſtian, the French King 
weares {lill as the faireſt gemme of hisDiademe:, $o is the 
Real honour of the Imperiall Maieſty conferred here ypon 
him. The Pope andthe people of Rome giue the'French 
this Ticle, For who but the Romanes thouldchooſean 
Emperor of the Romancs? And therefore he bad not this 
power alone, much lefle of himſelte, bur ioyntly wich che 
reſt of the citizens ; And ſo by conſequence, notas be was 


hcad and gouecrnor of the Church, butas he was Biſhop of | 
thatcity : for it was his place in Rowe, and not his office in | 


the Church, that gaue himthis power ; which was not of 
 ordinacion onely in himſclte,but of ſuffrage with the reſt. 
And ſurcly molt conſonant it was to the neceſlity of the 
times, that as inthe minoritie and weakncſle of the 
C:urch,the Emperor allotred her a Guardian of her own, 


ro bring her vp well,to mainrainc her rights 8 priuileges, | 


andto defend her inheritance in his court of Wards from 
the intruſion of others, vader the ſafe-gard & proteCtion of 
the ſupreme Imperiall Maicſty : So now the whole State 


of this citie of Rowe both Ecclefaltcall and Ciuill; in this ' 


vtter decay of the Imperiall power, ſhould chooſe them a 
remporall Head of their owne, vnder whom both thoſe 
States of that Towne might reſt ſecured from the incurſ1- 
ons and inundations of forraigne and fierce Nations, 
whercunto formerly it had beene ſubicQ. 
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GviCCciaR, BywWhich ſeparation, the Emperours of 
Conſtantinople neither loſt Sitilia, nor thoſe parts of Italy, 
which running from Naples to Manjredonia , are liſted witb 
the ſea, forthey were ſtill vnder thoſe Emp-rours. Neither for 
all this,was that power taken from the Emperour , That the 
elcftion of the Pope ſhould not ftand good without the 
confirmation of the Emperour ; i» whoſe name Rome was 
ſtill gouerned : Nay the Popes in all their Bulles, Priuiledges 
and Grants, expreſſed the Date intheſe formall words (Such a 
one our Lord the Emperour reigning. ) In which eafie ſubicfi- 
on or Dependance, call it whether ye will, the Popes continued 
till the ſucceſſe of things emboldned them to take the rule them- 
ſelues. For the power ofthe Emperors beginning to declinzfirt 
the Suceefſors of Charles ( while yet the Empire was among 
them )through their diſcord and ciuill war : and after by being 
tranſlated tothe Princes of Germanie,not ſo powerfull as were 
thoſe other ſucceſſorsof Charles, by reaſon of the greatneſſe of 
the kingdom of France.;The Pope and people of Rome,by whoſe 
Magiſtrates (he now began to be gouerned ( though not without 
much trouble and tumnult ) derogating by all meanes as much as 


for a Law, That the eleftionof the Pope ſhould be no more con- 
firmed by them. Which Law for many yeares was obſerued or 
broken, according as by the alteration of their affaires the In- 
periall power increaſed or diminiſhzd. The which growing to 
ſome ſtrengthin the race of theOthoes of Saxonie(Gregorie be- 
ing likewiſe a Saxon and choſen Pope )through the loue he bare 

to his countrie& bate to the Romans for the perſecutios be had 
endured by the, transferred to his own nationthe power of choo- 
fing the Emperor,in ſuch forme and manner as it # vſed at this 
day: forbidding the Emperours elett ( to reſerue to the Pope 
ſome prerogatiue ) to take rypon them the Title of Emperour or 


| of Auguſtus , vntill they bad receined the Imperiall Crowne. 


Hence grew the cuſtome of their going to Rome to be crowned, 
| and till then to ſe no other Title but King of the Romanes,or 
Caſar.Bnt afterwards,when the Othoes line was extin&, & the 
power of the Emperours diminiſbed, by reaſon the Empire re- 


| mained not bereditary in great Princes, then began Rome open-

Andas touching his prerogatiue, he {till confirmed the c- 
letion of the Pope : without him theaQt was inualidous 
and fruſtrate,the new Ele vncapable, and the place void 
by law. But by whom was the Pope cleCted ? By the peo- 
le of Rome: a mutinous,ſcditious, and rebellious mulri- 
rude: the people and the Emperour make the Pope, the 
peopleand the Pope make the Emperour. In both which 
cleions, the people ſeeme to hauethe more atiue part, 
the Emperour and the Pope the negatiue onely. Butis the 
Pope cleQed by that many-headed monſter rhe mulci- 
tude, that will ſing Oſanna at noone, and cry Crucifige at 
night? comes hein by fuch an cleftion, where themulti- 
plicity of voyces oucr-{wayes the validity of reaſons? 
where commonly the greater part giue their Places to the 
vaworthicr party ? Then ſurely many of our Forcfathers 
fearcd iuſtly, that the Holy Ghoſt ( whom they pretend 
to be Preſident in all their Councels) had no Seat in ſuch 
Seſſions : and therefore denied the neceflity of this Con- 
ſequence;rhar being once Pope all Chriſtians arc bound in 
conſcicnce,and vpon paine of damnation, to obey him. 
Bur now commeth ina new cleQion of thePope,by a new 
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rraoſlation of the Empire, which after ſome 80 yearcs re- 
{idence hereditary in the fucceſſors of Charles the Great.is 


transferred from France to Germany, .and there made E- 


leCtiue. For theſc Princes being none of them fo power- 
fullas a Monarch of France, the Emperour begins to loſe 


his ſtrength, and the Pope dares to take much: more vpon 


himſclfe than hee was wont, and to detract much more 
from others than in right he oughtthe rakes from the Em- 
-perour the prerogatiue ofcontirming the new elect Pope, 
and from the Romanes that double power which they 
had : Of ctecting the Emperour (which hee giucs ro ccr- 
raine Germanc Princes, ) and clecting the Pope of Rome, 
(which he giucs ro the Cardinals :) and ſurely bad hereſer- 
ucd ro the Emperour his former right in the confirmati- 
on, this manner of cle&tion had beene much berter than 
chat other : not much valike ourcletftions in the Church 
of England by the Deane and Chapter , confirmed by the 
King.

The 
like variations bappening alſo to the Imperiall cities in Lom- 
bardie,it fell out very often that according to the current of the 
times, the cities of Romagna, and others of the Churches ſtate, 
reuolting openly fr6 her gouernment would acknowledgeto bold 
tboſe places in fee of the Emperor; And thoſe thgg beld Millan, 
| Mantoa,& other Imperial cities in Lombardy,yould acknow- 
ledge to bold them in fee of the Church. Andin theſe rvery 
times Rome was gouerned of ber ſelfe : though the Church held 
ſtillthename of the gouernment. For albeit at the firſt when 
the Popes returned fro Auignon into Itify, they were obeyed as 
Lords of the towne : yetnotwithſtanding the Romanes ſhorily 
after , chufing tbe office of the Banderefi, fel] to their 1d 0b- 
ſtinacy. Whereupon the Popes bauing little authority there, | 
left the Towne, *and reſided elſewhere : pntill the Townſmen 
being impoueriſbed, and fallen into great diſorder, through the 
abſence of the Court ; and the yeare 1400. approaching, in 
which they hoped (if the Pope were at Rome, ) there ſbould |. 
be great concourſe of al Chriſtendome,by reaſon of the Jubiley: 
they made humble ſupplication to Pope Boniface, that bee 
would returne, offering to aboliſh the office of the Bandereſi, 
and to ſubmit themſeclues wholly to hy obedience. V pon which 
conditions bee returning , and the Romanes attending to the 
gaine of that yeare ; he poſſeſſed himſeclfe abſolutely of the go- 
wernment of that citie-, and put a Garriſon in the Caſtle of S. 
Angelo. Whoſe Succeſſors, though till the time of Eugenius 
they bad ſomewhat to doe , yet afterwards they gouerned that 
citie at their pleaſure without any further trouble.

prouided for the diſpatch of ſome other Cardinals, thar 
ſtood in the way of their deuillith deſignes. This hiſto- 


| ric is extant in many Editions, to the thame of his me- 


mory , and ftainc of that Sca for cucr. But the Ocation 
of Pompey Colonnaand Anthonie Sauello , two noble Gen- 
tlemen of Rome,which they made to the Citizens in the 
Capitoll,vpon the ſuppoſcd death of Tulius 2. is baniſhed 
this hiſtoric by the Inquiſition, whole proſcriprions are 
like the Athenian Oſtraciſme, that thruſt out none bur the 
beſt and moft worthy. Which wee may iultly call home 
azainc, and ficly plant in this place, to batter the rot- 
ten bulwarke of the Popes pride and viurped authoritic, 
Ic is thus: 


Gv1CCIAR. The Nobilitie hath beene long enough 
trod downe(O ye Romans, ) enough baue thoſe generous ſpirits 
( whilome the conquerours of the world )liued in ſeruitude. The 
times paſt perhaps may in ſome ſort bee excuſed, bythe awfull 
reuerence men bore to Religion: In reſpeft Wherof being accom- 


| arMes,or Violence whatſoeuer. But now what neceſſitie, what 
worthineſſe oftheirs can poſiibly couer the ſhame of our ſlauery ; 
What ? The imegrity of life?the good example of thoſe Prieſts, 
or the miracles they worke ? What generation tr there Tpray you 
in the world , more corrupted more polluied, with more brutifh 
aud beaſtly manners ? In whom it ſeemeth miraculous, that God 
the fountaine of Tuſtice , ſuffereth their oillanies ſo long. Is 
thu tyranny of theirs maintained by the ſword?by the induſtry 
| of men? or by their dayly prouidence for the preſeruation of the 
Papall dignity ? What generation of menu there leſſe experi- 
enced in militarie knowledge and prattice ? more giuen to ſloth 
and pleaſures ? or more careleſſe of the honour and good of thetr 
ſucceſſors? Thereare onely two States in the world , that may 
fitly bee paralleled one with the other : Thu of the Popes of 
Rome, and that of the Sultans of Cairo, Becauſe neither the 
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panied with holineſſe of life and miracles, our anceſtors yeelded' 
| z0-the command of the Clergie, and willingly ſubmitted them« 
ſelnes vnader the ſweet yoke of Chriſtian pietie,withont force of | 
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dignitie of the Sultan, nor the honours of the Mamalucbes are 
hereditarie, but paſſing from nation to nation , they are confer- 
red opon ſtrangers. And yet this ſeruitude of the Romanes 1 
much more ſh1mcfull than that of Egypt or of Syria : For it co- 


' rereth in ſome ſort the ſtaine of their diſerace, that the Mama- 
 luches are a valorow aad fierce people, accuſtomed to labours, | 
' andtoa life free from all delicacie. But whom doe we Romans | 


{erue? Drowſie-and ſlothfull perſons, ſtrangers, and oftentimes 


' moſt baſeno leſſe in bloud than in condition. Time it 1s now at 


length to awake from ſo heauy a ſleepines & to remember, That 


| #0bea Romanti a moſt gloriouname, when it t accompanied 
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with 2rtue: but that it doubleth the ſhame and infamie to him 
tha: forgetteth the honourable fame of hi Anceſtors. The way 
7 now made eafie pnto Vs: becauſe that Ypon the death of the 
Pope they are at diſcord among themſelues , the mindes of the 
great ones are diſtratted, and the prieſtly tyranny ii n0w more 
than ener heretofore batefull to all Princes, 


His deteſtation of theirs, and proteſtation againlt the 
Popes temporall Lordſhip ouer Rowe, may Chriſtian 
Princes iultly'take vp againft his ſpirituall tyranny ouer 
them,and the Churches 10 their dominions, and ſay inthe 


ſame tenor of words( Regall authorxie hath been long enough 


trod down, O ye Chriſtians, long enough haue thoſe generow ſþi- 
rits,0 c.) Which Oration, whetherit were theirs, or made 
by our Authorin their perſors (as Hiſtorians viſually doc) 
tt 15 not matcriall : jtplainely ſhewerh and truly, how the 
Romans thetnlelues Itand afteted and conceited ro thar 
Court, who are daily cye-witneſflesof thepride and filthi- 
neſle thereof ; which the Bigors of this age, and in places 
far remore,cither will not hauethe paticnceto heare,orthe 
orace to belecue. They willnot be per[waded bur that the 
whole body of that Church is found, when her wilc 
neighbours fcc how fick ſheeisin the Head. So much are 
they hood-winkt and blind-folded by the Teſuites thole 
mincrall Doctors, who haucdigged veric deepe for plai- 
{ters to couer, not for ſalues rocure the vicer ; and haue 
brought a miſchicfe,not a remedy into the Church.For no 


ſooner had men appeared, whole skill was good to cure 
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this foule leproſic , has ſtraight ſtarts v vp hos Tl olle -dge of 


Quacke(aluers to hinder the worke: A Call! or a Luther, 


a Rowland for an Oliver. And as the Turkilh Ba/has ailured 


the army that the Ottoman Emperour was lug, and in 
rcalonable good ſtate of health, when heclay eat; 12 his | 
litter : fo theſe Romilh laviſarics per{wade the poore pets | 
ple of our Chriſtian campe, that all is well at Rome,and that | 
the Popes Holineſleisjult in his goucramear , vpright in 
his Religion, and ſoundin his practiceand conucrfation | 


of life; when he lies {weltring ofcentimes in the foile of his 
rotten rulc.and licter of lewd life:Vennng for truth,and to 
be receiucd vpon paine of damnation, the hate able "ou nor 
auailablerrafhof his own weauing. No maruc!l therefore 
chough their owne Petrarch call for this dirctul vengeance 
vpon his Court:

maintainc lo obſtinately the ancient errors of the Romiſh 
; Church, fo they willbe loth ro renouncethe ancient houe- 
\ tic thar the world (cuen in the time of greateſt blindnes) 
| didfo carctully preſerue, namely, honeſty morall totheir 
| nejghbor,8 duc & faitnfull obedicuce to their Prince.So, 
though they becalittleroo homely with the firſt Table in

the Church ſaid of them in his dayes,YVereor m2 Deus crea- 
turam non agnoſcat ſuam. For Chriſtian religion was at firſt 
like the garment of Chriſt wirhout feame or rent, and the 
Churchthar profelicd it without Schiſme orFaction: But 
ncw this Arke of Noah, ike the Ship of Argos , is ſo pec- 
ced and-patched by them, with the rotren rags and ſoiled 
ſhreds of finfuli mans inuention , as there is ſcarce any 
ſound timber of the old Truth remaining. Firlt thee was 
poore, then much added, after much altered, from berter 
ro worſe, and now at the worlt; like Daniels image, whole 
cad wasof gold, breſt and armes of filuer, belly and 
thighs of brafle,legs of iron, feer part of ironand partot | 
clay. She was at hiſt the ſacred bond thattied Princes to 
their people, in all lJawfull adminiſtration of Iuſtice; and 
te pcopleto their Princes,in all awtull performance of Al- 
tcageance: Barnow, the one often makes her the cloake 
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without money, ſo we haue nothing for our money, bur 
the ballers of Indulgencesand Pardons, babics of Saints- 
piftures, Rattles of Beads 2nd Medals, with other luch 
bobby-horſcs,and irafh, -fic oncly for ſuch as wipe thcir 
noſcs on their {leeues ; which the chapmen themlelucs 
ſtop multard-pors withall, howſocucr the {1mple, rcligi- 
| ous, pious, honclt Buyer, holds them as they colt him, 


| ( deare. ) And thus hauing likewiſe broughtthe Popes

Holincſleto this yearcof Iubiley, ( a rue Iubiley to him, 
who neuer till now could bee peaccably poſlcfled of 
Rome ) our Author leaues him, and{hucs vp this graue, 
lcarned, and neceſlaric Digrefſion,wirha worthy,iult,and 
Chriltian complaint, in this concluſion following, 
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GviCCIAR. By theſe foundtions, and by theſe means, be- 
ing raiſed io anearthly power,caſting off by little and little the 
| | remembrance of the ſoules bealth, and the Lawes of God, and 
: bending all her thoughts to worldly greatneſſe : No longer <v- 
| | fing the Spiritual power, but as ar inſtrument and miniſter of 
the Tewporall : Thety cares and endeuours were now no longer 
a ſanttitie of life, no longer a propagation of Religion, no lou- 
ger a zeale and charitie towards their neighbour ; but armies, 
but warre againſt Chriſtians, managing their ſacrifices with 
bloudie hands and thoughts, and augmenting of treaſure. : 
New lawes, new trickes, new ſleights, to get money on eucric 
fide; To vſethe ſpirituall armes without reſpett for thu onely 
end ; To prophane ſacred things without ſhame, for thu onely 
purpoſe. The great wealth lauiſbly beſtowed vpon them and | 
their whole Court, was accompanied with pride, luxuric, diſ- 
honeſtie, luſt, and abbominable pleaſures. No care of their 
| ſucceſſours, no thought of the perpetuall dignitie of the Papa= | 
cie. But in ſtead thereof, an ambitious and peſtiferous defire_. | 
to exalt their children; nephewes and kindred, not onely tocx- 
| | ceſsiue riches, but to Principalities and Kingdomes. No lon- 
| ger conferring dignities and preferments ypon men of deſert 
| and rocrtue, but ſelling them alwayes as it were to the moſt gi- 
uer, or caſting them away wvpon perſons apt for Ambition, for 
luſt, and for ſbameful pleaſures. By which as of theirs, the | 


Papall reuerence being vtterly decayed in the hearts of men, 
and \ 
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and y:t notwith/tanding their power being ſtill ſupported by the 
effectuall and powerfull maieſtie of Religion,and ayded much by 
the means they hauz to gratitie great Princes,Q& thoſe preat per- 
ſonages which are about them,by preferments and other Eccle. 
ſeaſticall grants ; whereby knowing themſelues to be in great re- 
ſheft among men, and that who ſo takes armes againſt them puy- 
chaſeth much infamie, and oftentimes the oppoſition of other 
| Princes, With ſmall gaine whatſoeuer be the euent ; and that if

, conquzred , thzy bauz what conditions they will : Ambition 
| pricking them forward, to take from their neighbours both

His Courr is alwaics wherc 
himſelfe is, cuery where : we need no Poſtillions to 
ſendro him, nor Fauourites to ſpeake for vs. We know 
not. whether S. Peter can heare our Catholicks here in 
Enzland and them in T1talie all at once ; no more than 
when he wasat Alexandria he could heare or ſce them in 


Rome. And of their other punicand paper-Sainrs,s. Rocke, 
andsS. Stock, and ſuch like, we doubr much more. Thoſc | 
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filly foules theretore and poore Chriſtians that preferre 
their {uics by fuch Solliciters, were in poore cafe, if they |

For all Churches Confſtitations agreeable ro Gods word, 
are {acrcd & inuiolablevnderthe gouernment wherethey 
arc e{tabliſhed; varill they be abrogated by the ſame Au- 
taoritic : Bur Chriſtians in orher States are no way bound 
vnto them : nor ve torhoſe of the Roman Church, more 
then they to ours.
